THE’ NILE FLOOD. 


COMMENCEMENT OF FALL 


—— 


Mr. Dupuois, acting Adviser, tas addressed 
the following note othe progress of the Nile 
flood to the Ministerof Public Works :— 

The Blue Nile. has now commenced to fall 
at Roseires, and the Atbara bas been falling 
steadily for several days ; no material recovery 
is now likely, and the floed may be considered 
as practically over. 

The basins have continued to fill slowly"but 
the supply will now shortly fail and the 
discharge will begin early im October. 

As is always the case in years of low flood 
the manipulation of the basins will bea long 
and rather difficult business, and the final 
discharge from Giza Province will not take 
place till a very late date. 

It now begins to be possibile to estimate the 
area of sharaki, which will probably prove to 
be about the same as that of the year 19u2, 
which considering that this year's flood has 


been considerably worse than that of 1902 is 


as satisfactory as conld be expected. 

The condition of the standing crops in 
Middle and Lower-Egypt continues quite 
satisfactory

NEW CAPITAL OF NORTH-WESTERN 
RHODESIA 


The British South Africa Company is in- 
formed that, after consultation with the Ad- 
ministrator of North-Western Rhodesia, the 
visiting directors have decided to remove the 
seat of administration from Kalomo to Living: 
stone. The township of Livingstone is situated 
on the railway seven miles nortlr of the Victoria 
Palla, Kalomo being 87 miles further north 
Owing to the nature of the subsoil Kalomo 
has not proved to be a suitable site for what 
may become a large town. The administration 
has purchased a building in Livingstone,which 
will afford suitable offices and accommodation 
for the Government staff. Immediate steps are 
being taken to improve the roads if the vicinity 
and to secure a permanent water supply. A rail 
motor service is to be established between 
Livingstone and the Victoria Palls.

SIR H. DRUMMOND WOLFF AND THE 
OCCUPATION. 

Commenting on Mustafa Kamil’s petition 
on behalf of the Egyptian Nationalists, lately 
addressed to Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
“Le Siécle” recalls a diplomatic incident which 
is possibly not generally known, and probabl 
forgotten by those who were aware of it. It 
says that Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, when 
Ambassador at Constantinople, proposed, with 
the consent of the Sultan, the withdrawal of 
the British troops from Egypt, and that the 
British Government agreed, with the proviso 
that, in case of tronblee arising subsequently, 
it should have the right unquestioned to 
reoccupy. “Le Sitele” goes on to say that M. 
Flourens, who was then Minister, declined to 
agree, fearing more the possible return of the 
British Army unfettered by any engagement 
finally to evacuate than the continued occupa 
tion. The inaccuracies at the beginning of 
this recapitulation of history, though not very 
important, incline one, says the “Standard’s” 
Paris correspondent, to throw some doubt on 
the conclusion. Sir H. Drummond Wolff was 


never Ambassador at Constantinople, but spe- | ‘ 


cial High Commissioner in Egypt. 
It was Lord Dufferin who made the proposal 


to the Suitan for the evacuation of Egypt, and i 


when the Sultan declined it becaase he be 
lieved that some trap must be hidden under 
the offer. Lord Dufferin, whom he accused of 
doub e dealing, remarked that if he destroyed 
his reputation for an honest man he made it as 
a diplomatist. The actual proposal made by 
Sir H. Drummond Wolff in 1887 was that the 
occupation should come to an end in three 
years, but that England should have the right 
to continue itif necessary. The Sultan agreed 
to sigh this, but never ratified it, though his 
reloctant refasal was quite as much on advice 
from Russia as from mistrust on the part of M. 
Floorens. It is admitted, however, by “Le 
Siécle” that from this time onwards France 
wasa party to the occupation, and by the 
agreement of 1904 she undertook not to inter- 
fere further with English policy, particularly 
“by asking that a date should be fixed for the 
withdrawal of the army of occupation.”
